March 1, 1954 


Pursuant to notice as provided by law the Rocking- 
ham County Delegation met at the County Farm, 
Brentwood, N. H. at 10 A. M. this date. 


Chairman Harry H. Foote presided. The roll call 
showed 47 members present. 


Mr. Parmenter explained the Budget Committee 
report and the Chairman proceeded with the business 
of the meeting. 


Motion: that articles 1 through 11 be adopted as 
recommended by the Budget Committee. Motion car- 
ried. 


Article 32 relative to insurance on county property 
was next taken up. Mr. Wallace Card of Plaistow 
was introduced and explained the proposal for a more 
complete and efficient plan of insurance for the county. 


Motion: that article 32 ($11,500.00) be adopted as 
recommended by the Budget Committee and that the 
Commissioners consider the use of mutual insurance. 
Motion carried. 


Motion: that article 12 be adopted as recommended 
by the Budget Committee. Motion carried. 


Motion: that under article 13 and 14 the salary of 
the janitor be increased $10. per week. On a roll call 
the motion was carried 37 for and 9 against. Mr. Dur- 
kee did not vote. 


Motion: that under article 18 the sum of $4,460 be 
adopted and under article 14 the sum of $5,560 be 
adopted. Motion carried. } 
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Motion: that articles 15 through 21 be adopted as 
recommended by the Budget Committee. Motion car- 
ried. 


Motion: that article 22 be adopted as recommended 
by the County Commissioners, namely $65,000. This 
motion did not prevail. 


Motion: that article 22 be adopted as recommended 
by the Budget Committee. Motion carried. 


Motion: to recess for lunch. Motion carried. 
Delegation re-convened after lunch. 


Motion: that clerical expense at the Exeter Office 
under article 23 be $2,860. Motion carried on a roll 
eall, 24 for and 20 against. Mr. Durkee did not vote. 


Motion: that article 23 as requested by the County 
Commissioners ($7,088) be adopted. Motion carried. : 


Motion: that articles 24 through 30 be adopted as 
recommended by the Budget Committee. Motion car- 
ried. 


Motion (under article 31) that all receipts in excess 
of estimated revenues be carried to the Contingent 
Fund with expenditures from the Contingent Fund to 
be with the approval of the Budget Committee. Motion 
carried. 


Motion: that the County raise and appropriate the 
sum of $546,215.50, against which will be credited 
estimated revenue of $140,609.07, leaving the amount 
to be committed to taxation $405,606.43. On a roll call 
the motion was carried 41 for and 1 against. 
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The thanks of the delegation was expressed to the 
following: the Budget Committee, Mr. and Mrs. Hil- 
ton and their staff for their courtesy and hospitality, 
the Chairman and the Clerk, the Commissioners and 
Mr. Hilton for their conduct of county affairs and in 
particular to Earl Stockbridge for the many years of 
faithful service as County Treasurer. | 


Motion: that in the future the annual meeting of 
the delegation be held not less than seven days after 
the county reports become available for distribution.

July 29, 1954 


In accordance with duly published notice the Rock- 
ingham County delegation met this date at the Pro- 
bate Court Room, Exeter, N. H. at 7 o’clock in the 
evening.

January 22, 1942 and recorded in Rockingham County 
Registry of Deeds Book 994, Page 257; and to vote 
to authorize the County Commissioners to give a con- 
firmatory deed to Edna M. Richardson for the purpose 
of confirming the title to the aforesaid premises which 
she acquired in consideration of $200 paid to the 
County, and for which she received a deed from the 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital, dated August 18, 1942, 
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recorded in said Registry, Book 1000, Page 262, and 
no authorization having been previously voted by the 
County Delegation. 


The following motion offered by Miss Spollett of 
Hampstead, being duly seconded, was unanimously 
voted :

We are pleased to report that Rockingham County 
finished the year with a net unexpended balance of 
$33,779.46. Much credit for this balance goes to our 
able Superintendent of the County Home, George W. 
Hilton, where receipts above those estimated in the 
budget were substantial. 


Expenditures for Direct Relief, (Support of poor 
not at County Home), increased on account of unem- 
ployment but the future looks good and there are pros- 
pects of plenty of work in the spring. Board and Care 
of Children increased and it looks as though this item 
would continue to rise, with 128 children boarded in 
December as compared with 98 a year ago.

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ROCKINGHAM COUNTY SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


Crime record in Rockingham County for 1954 has 
been similar in extent and kind as during the previous 
year. There have been no major crimes and the 
majority of felonies have been breaking and entering, 
larceny and larceny by check. 


In most cases the defendants have entered pleas of 
guilty and received sentences without resorting to 
Jury trial. 


Many driving under the influence of liquor cases 
have been brought in the Municipal Courts, from 
which there have been very few appeals to Superior 
Court. 


Undoubtedly Rockingham County has been lucky, 
but much of the good record is due to excellent work 
on the part of all the Police Departments, Sheriffs and 
State Police. Their cooperation has been sincerely 
appreciated.

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SHERIFF’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners 
for the County of Rockingham: 


Your Sheriff’s Department has been called upon 
to investigate more cases during the past twelve 
months than ever before, but we are pleased to re- 
port that the offenses against the law were of a less 
serious type, than in previous years. However we are 
quite concerned with the increase of Juvenile crimes 
committed within our County, though we find from 
the reports of the F. B. I., that Juvenile crime has 
increased over the whole country during the past year, 
a major factor being probably due to the tremendous 
increase in our Nation’s population during the past 
fifteen or more years. 


In co-operation with City Marshal Martin O. Betz 
and the Portsmouth Police Department and your Sher- 
iff, a most interesting Police School was conducted 
last winter with the result that it proved to be the 
largest and most successful school ever conducted 
within the State. An average of over one hundred 
and forty attended each day of the school. Speakers 
included men of National and State prominence as 
well as local and county law enforcement officers. 
Most of my deputies graduated from the school to- 
gether with many of our Chiefs of Police and police 
officers throughout Rockingham County. Plans for a 
similar school which will tend to keep our law enforce- 
ment officers up to the minute in the newest methods 
of law enforcement will be conducted again early in 
the winter of 1956. 


The Radio system in the Sheriff’s department has 
proved to be a very essential means of communica- 
tion for our department as well as the local police de- 
partments that have seen fit to take advantage of it. 
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We have however been somewhat crippled since the 
hurricane which took down about thirty feet of our 
tower at the central station at the County Home. The 
insurance companies holding coverage on wind dam- 
age at the Home, have recently turned over a check 
to the County, covering this damage to the tower and 
we hope very shortly to have a new tower erected 
which will give us the same good coverage all over the 
County that we had previous to the hurricane. 


We hope that the delegation will see fit to equip 
three or four of our other cars with two way radio, 
which would add for far greater efficiency all over 
the county. 


The three terms of Superior Court during each year 
in Rockingham county have proved most satisfactory. 
Our case load has been on the increase during the 
past years to the extent, that had not this new system 
of the three terms per year been introduced, jury trials 
would have been over two years behind in many cases. 
We have enjoyed working with Justice Dennis Sulli- 
van and Justice George R. Grant, Jr., who have both 
been assigned to this county. They have worked hard 
to keep our County list up to date and to catch up 
with as many as possible of our Jury cases, with the 
result that we have tried a few jury cases that had 
been listed within the last two years. 


Your County Solicitor, Lindsey Brigham, and my- 
self became quite concerned in the early part of No- 
vember, over the several breaks that were occurring 
over the southern part of New Hampshire, and we 
held a conference and decided to put on a night patrol 
of Deputy Sheriffs on from one a. m., when the State 
Police go off duty until daylight, as we had reasons 
to believe that many of the breaks were being made 
during these early hours. The results have been most 
gratifying to both of us, and we have found that the 
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number of youngsters out on the highways of the 
County after this patrol was started, commenced to 
decrease after the first three weeks, as did the num- 
ber of breaks within the county. We feel that this 
method has been of so great importance that we shall 
go before the County delegation and ask for a small 
appropriation to help to protect our property from 
thieves during these few hours when they do not have 
protection. 


The County Solicitor and your Sheriff are the two 
officers most directly concerned with the prisoner 
charged with a felony, from the time he is bound over 
by the municipal court, until such time as they may 
come before the Superior Court Judge for sentence. 
The same thing is also true of the prisoners that are 
picked up by your Sheriff on a Grand Jury indict- 
ment. Therefore I feel that it is very important that 
we are both in on the investigation of every felony 
from the moment that a felony is first reported to, or 
becomes known to any law enforcement officer. We 
have both appreciated the wonderful support given 
to us by the local police departments, the Medical Ref- 
erees, the Fish and Game Departments, the Motor 
Vehicle Department and the Probation Department 
for their fine co-operation and help in all felony cases. 


I want to thank all other County officers, our Clerk 
of Court, Arthur J. Call, Jr., and especially our County 
Solictor whom we have had to infringe upon his time, 
at almost any time of day or night. Our Municipal 
Court Judges and the Clerks of Municipal Courts have 
often gone out of their way, on many occasions to be 
of help to us. Our appreciation also extends to City 
Marshal Betz of Portsmouth, his inspectors and other 
men in his department and to the members of the 
Police Commissions in both Portsmouth and Exeter. 
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Also any and all assistance given by town officers and 
the State Police has been appreciated, both by my 
deputies and myself. 


Again may I remind you that my services and those 
of my department are available to all persons within 
our County wherever and whenever needed. I extend 
to my Deputies my appreciation for their efficient 
work and herewith submit a list of my Deputies both 
active and special for the year 1955. |

We have come to the close of another year, and in 
retrospect we would like to present some of the more 
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important phases of the institution’s developments 
during this year. 


The hospital operated for the care of the chroni- 
cally ill, has now been running for a full year and one 
half. We feel that it is fulfilling a definite need in the 
County, as evidenced by the census report of an average 
of 38.6 patients per day. With the opening of the hospit- 
al for bed patients, we have been able to more adequate- 
ly care for the ambulatory patients in the Infirmary. It 
is most gratifying to receive the many compliments 
from relatives and visitors, reflecting the fine doctor 
and nursing care which the patients receive. 


In cooperation with the Civil Defense program, be- 
cause of the geographical location of the institution 
in the critical defense area of Portsmouth, a survey 
by the Civil Defense officials has categoried the insti- 
tution and assigned a staff and emergency supplies to it. 
In connection with civil defense, the hurricanes this 
past year have made us more conscious of the needs 
in an emergency. One of these needs brought out 
during the hurricane is the lack of electrical power, 
and we believe that serious consideration should be 
given to the purchase of a stand-by electric generating 
plant for the institution. 


In speaking of the hurricane, we are reminded of 
the hazard which our slate roofs presented. Fortu- 
nately the force of the wind was not great enough to 
carry the slates to the hospital, but the danger was 
sufficient to warrant moving the patients to the back 
side of the building as a precaution. The roofs in gen- 
eral were badly damaged, necessitating reroofing the 
old dairy barn. A tool shed was completely demolished, 
and our shade trees took a terrific beating. 


A much needed improvement was initiated this 
summer by the replacement of about half of the case- 
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ment type windows in the Inmates Home with a double- 
hung weatherstripped window. This improves the ap- 
pearance of the building, makes better ventilation, 
conserves on heat, and reduces maintenance. We hope 
to complete the project this coming year. 


For some time we have needed more storage space 
for supplies in our kitchen. This need was met by en- 
closing the back porch. At the same time, the basement 
of the porch was enclosed, thereby doing away with 
the inconvenience of an exposed basement entrance and 
eliminating the hazard of an icy stairway. Incorporated 
with this improvement was the building of an enclosed 
platform for the storage of bottled gas. 


The new dairy barn, in conjunction with the re- 
modeled basement of the old dairy barn, has proven to 
be a very fine working unit. We feel very proud of this 
improvement, in that all of the remodeling was done 
with our own labor under the capable supervision of our 
boss farmer. The basement includes pen stabling area 
for all of our young stock and beef cattle, a bull pen 
with a safety breeding pen attached, two sawdust 
bins, a utility storage room, and a grain room pro- 
viding space for either bag or bulk grain. What was the 
old tie-up on the main floor of the dairy barn provides 
a much needed area for storage of the farm equipment, 
as well as all of the baled hay and straw. Along with 
this, has gone the grading of the old cow yard and 
cementing the exercise area for the new cow yard. 
This forward step has proven of inestimable value 
in controlling hoof rot and flies. 


We feel sure that no one has forgotten the cold, wet 
farming season of 1954. It is in such a year that we 
can fully appreciate our grass silage program and a 
need for diversified methods of handling forage crops. 
We are hopeful that in the near future we can install 
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a barn curer for our baled hay, with the thought that 
our forage program, consisting largely of legumes, will 
be preserved in the best condition, thus providing us 
with high quality roughage which will in turn enable 
us to produce our dairy products and meat as economi- 
cally as possible. Our potato crop suffered miserably, 
large areas being washed out of the ground. The only 
consolation we have is that our loss would have been 
greater had we not cooperated with the suggestion of 
the Soil Conservation Service that we put in diversion 
ditches. The Soil Conservation Service laid out and 
supervised the job, and our boss farmer with the use 
of our bulldozer put in the ditches. These were put in 
during the fall of 1953 on a trial basis in preparation for 
terracing the area. As our crop land is limited, we are 
very anxious to conserve and make greater use of 
what we have. It is with this thought in mind that we 
hope to install the terraces. 


In looking to the future, we believe that definite 
thought has got to be given to the poor physical proper- 
ties of the Infirmary. This building houses the greatest 
number of our people and is the oldest building in the 
institution. The question arises as to whether it should 
be replaced or remodeled. We feel that a survey of the 
Infirmary and Inmates Home should be made to eval- 
uate the present facilities in meeting the growing 
demands being placed upon the Institution. The census 
reports of the past several years show a definite in- 
crease in population, the average census per day in 1950 
being 118, whereas in 1954 the average daily census 
has been 158. 


During the past year we have been most pleased at 
the increased interest indicated and the many kind- 
nesses extended to the folks here at the Home by 
organizations, churches, and individuals. There have 
been visiting groups, parties, gifts, carol singing, Christ- 
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mas decorations, tray favors for special holidays, church 
services, and other very thoughtful expressions. 


In closing our report, we wish to express to the 
County Commissioners our appreciation of their coun- 
sel and encouragement in carrying on the work of the 
institution. Our thanks go to all the employees who 
have been so very cooperative in each doing his or 
her job well. 


Our relations with all other agencies of the State and 
County have been very happy, and their cooperation 
is greatly appreciated.
